The statement has been made 
regarding, tourists and the one 
making it ran a large business 
so we presumed that the better 
class were those who bought 
freely from his stock, Just a 
few moments before, in private 
conversation, the man, who ran 
a beer parlor spoke of one town 
being better than the other be- 
cause they bought more beer. 
Evidently the thought upper- 
most in the minds of these men 
was the purchasing power of 
people and their inclination to 
buy from their stock. For the 
time being it did not matter 
whether they were wife-beaters 
or good husbands, thugs or 
law-abiding citizens, cultured or 
uneducated, whether they went 
to chureh or to gaol, Their 


buying power or their willing- 


ness to spend- determined the 
better class, 

But perhaps we are tarred 
with the same stick. The town 
councillors look for taxes 
paid and clean, decorated 

homes; the sanatory surround- 
ings and care in prevention and 
spread of disease, the teacher in 
interest taken in. the work of 
the pupil and in good buildings 
and equipment; the church folk 
in the moral character and the 
attendance and support of the 
church, So the first thought 
seems to indicate that the “bet- 
ter class” is only a point of 
view and one has to face seri- 
ously the question is there 
per se & better class? 

As long as a man has the 
money to spend does it matter 
whether he buys beer or 
biscuits? Is the one who furn- 
ishes a luxurious table and one 
who dresses well in the same 
class? Does it really matter 
whether aman buys an auto- 
mobile or a home? Does it 
matter if one keeps informed, 
maintains good home relations 
uses and provides educational 
facilities and seeks to establish 
and maintain moral and spiri- 
tual standards in private and 
social life? 

Though there is the danger of 
feeling that it is all a matter of 
opinion yet underneath there 
is something wrong which in- 
sists that right is right and that 
life does not consist in the 
abundance of the things one 
possesses. To endeayour to 
describe the ideal tourist or the 
ideal citizen might be both dif- 
ficult and dangerous. But to 
measure man by his purchas- 
ing power seemed an echo from 
the dark ages, Yes, there is a 
better class but it can never be 
discovered in any snap judg- 
ments,

The loss of sight is a trugedy, 
We do admire the courage of 
the blind and marvel at the 
cheerful way in which most of 
them accept their handicap. 
Yet itis for each one of thema 
loss beyond ‘measure. It is 
bad enough to be blind but it 
seems infinitely worse if the 
loss of sight might have been 
prevented. Whien we realize 
that as a result of carelessness 
many children* are doomed to 
pass their lives in darkness, we 
would do well'té takethe nec- 
essary precautions so that such 
cases may not be repeated. 

At the time of birth the child's 
eyes may be exposed to infec- 
tion, Certain germs may gain 
entrance and set up a destruct- 
ive inflamation' that may lead 
to blindness. “Because such a 
danger does exist, it is the prac- 
tise to treat the eye of the nem 
born with a softtion which will 
destroy these gérms before they 
haye achance to do any harm. 
In many places,such treatment 
is required by law, This simple 
and painless but efficient pro- 
cedure would, if carried out 
regularly and without fail. in 
all cases, eliminate quice a large

discharge. When we say with- 
out delay, we mean actually 
without an hour's delay because 
prompt treatment. may. offer 
the only hope of saving the 
child’s sight. 

Injury to the eye is always 
serious and unfortunately it 
may cause the loss of eyesight 
The proper selection of play- 
things will first of all help the 
child in his play and will also 
lessen, if not entirely avoid the 
the chance of injury to himself 
Toys which are thrown into the 
air such as @ bow and arrow 
should not be given to the child 
who is too young to understand 
how to use them. The rifle 
with small shot is particularly 
dangerous, Blunt, pointed 
scissors should be provided for 
the child to use for cutting out. 

The possible danger of fire- 
works is generally recognized 
and it is well to remember that 
carelessness as regards fire 
crackers and other explosives 
may mean a serious injury.

It is probable that soil drift- 
ing will not be as great a‘ prob- 
lem this spring in Alberta as 
it was last year: nevertheless, 
the menace will undoubtedly 
re-occur from time to time and 
farmers should use every pos- 
sible preventative measure. 
Prof. Wyatt of Alberta Uni- 
versity estimates/that it would 
require from $150 to $250 worth 
of chemical fertilizer to replace 
the nitrogen lost from one acre 
by the blowing away of a layer 
of soil one inch deep. The re- 
moval of oneinch of soil from 
‘the best farming areas in the 
province wastes 300 lbs. of 
phosphorous, 1500 Ibs. of nitro- 
gen,; and 150 Ibs. of organic 
matter, The phosphorous alone 
that is lost is equal to the 
amount removed from the soil 
by 20 crops of wheat each 
yielding 50 bushels to the acre, 
A pamphlet entitled “Soil Drift- 
ing aud Its Control” has recent- 
ly been issued by the Universi- 
ty of Alberta and every farm- 
er who is troubled by this 
menace should obtain a copy.

Poultry Brands 


It is now possible for poultry 
breeders in the province to 
have their stock branded just 
as cattlemen have their cattle 
branded, this being provided 
forinan amendment to the 
provincial brand act passed at 
the recent legislative session. 
Continued and heavy theft of 
valuxble poultry stock led the 
government to provide this 
legislation. Breeders may se- 
cure Brands for their poultry 
by applying to the provincial 
brand office, paying the necess- 
ary fee of $3 and outlining the 
design of brand they wish to 
adopt. It -is suggested that 
where poultry breeders have 
abrand for other stock, the 
same brand be adopted for the 
poultry. The brand is put on 
the web of either wing, and 
the new act provides a penalty 
for the destruction of the 
wings before selling of the 
birds.
